“ Mr. Cook came to our house S atur­ 
day ev ening unnoticed b y any one, 
ami concealed himself in an upstair 
room.

Mr. Bankert 
was at work 
in the 
woods.

so dark in the 
wash-house that we could hardly see 
to finish up our work, and the girl 
said that there was a lamp on the 
dresser in her room,

see much lietter. 
We hav e a gas light 
in the wash-house, b ut as that was 
on the other side of tin* tab le from 
w here we were working, it did not 
make enough light for us to see as 
well as we should. 
“ I went to get. the light, and as I 
reached the hall on the upjier floor, I 
saw w hat I thought wa* a shadow 
flit across the door of the south room. 
It was v ery dark, ami upon looking 
closer I recognized the form of a man. 
I did not know* who it was at first, 
hut when he spoke I knew his v oice

b een w anting to ask you a question 
for some tim e, b ut failed and now

Aside from the engineer the men 
killed 0 0 the passenger train were all 
riding in the sm oking car at the head 
of the train and were foreign laborers 
in the employ of the Standard Oil 
com pany on their way from Ft. Sen­ 
eca. O., to Brookfield, O.. in charge 
of a forem an. 
E ngineer C. C. Poole 
of the passenger train was killed at 
his post wdiile trying to reach for the 
air-brake after seeing the headlight 
of the freight train. 
His fireman. 
H aefner, saved him self by jum ping. 
The high speed of the passenger 
train threw its locom otive and first 
three coaches over on the engine of 
the 
freight 
train, 
telescoping 
the 
sm oker and the ear following. 
The 
forward cars of the freight train were 
splintered to fragm ents. 
Of the passengers in the sm oker 
none escaped injury. 
Fortunately 
there was no fire, but the heavy tim ­ 
bers of the w recked ears pinned down 
m any and prevented them from get­ 
ting 
out 
until 
assistance 
arrived. 
W hen the trains cam e together alm ost 
everybody in the sm oker was dozing. 
The sudden ja r hurled them out of 
th eir seats into the aisle and threw 
several persons to the roof ami sides 
ai the car, which seemed all at once 
to crush in like a paper bag. pinning 
down each passenger in the position 
in which he had been caught. 
The 
passengers in the second car escaped 
m ore easily, as there the violence of 
the iippact was not so severe, although 
few got out 
without cuts, bruises, 
sprains or broken bones. 
The two 
rear ears were sleepers and they w ith­ 
stood the shock w ithout suffering seri­ 
ous harm . No passengers in the sleep­ 
ers w ere injured. 
President t ’aniff of the Nickel Plate 
stated that from the inform ation in 
the hands of officials, the freight train 
crew had orders to go on the siding 
at Kish man and there aw ait the pas­ 
sage of th e passenger train. 
W hy 
this was not done in tim e to perm it 
the passenger train to go hy or a flag­ 
man sent out has not yet been learn­ 
ed. 
A rigid investigation is, however, 
being m ade by the railw ay officials. 
It is said that the watch of the en­ 
gineer of the freight train was slow 
and that the engineer believed he had 
eight m inutes to get his train on the 
siding before the passenger train was 
due.
